The Lewiston Journal tells this remarkable 


story: 


Franklin Maxwell a man about 35 years of 
Jjc, a native of Augusta' with a wife living 
with her father in Xew Sharon, waited upon 
us on Monday, and presented papers and cer- 
tificates which appeared reliable, and gave the 
following account of his life for the past four 
years. Early in the rebellion, Maxwell enter- 
ed the regular army, and served during the 
war without receiving a wound. Being dis- 
charged at tho expiration, of his term of ser- 
vice, lio returned to Maine, and three years 
ago he left his wife and home for the West to 
seek employment. Reaching Detroit, he en- 
gaged at> a wagoner for the United States, and 
was ordered to Coloiado where for nearly 
three years Jie was engaged in duving supply 
teams from Drytown to various points where 
the government had forts or rcudezons for 
troops. 


On the 5th of March, last as he and others 


\v ere conducting a supply train in the Pawn 
Tane Valley, about iHH) miles south of the 
Pacific It. It., the train was surprised by Lit- 
tle Kettle's band of Indians, several of the 
whites killed, and he and live others taken 
priboiierb. IIo himself received two wounds 
m his leg, one in his side and a blow from a 
tomahawk on his head. The prisoners were 
taken to Little Kettle's camp, when all but 
himself were at once taken out, cut down with 
tomahawks and scalped. Two of the whites 
thus killed ami scalped were William Hanson 
of Reiullield and George Town ot'AVinthrop. 
The scalps were Imug upon a pole and the 
scalp dance performed around them.

When ho had reached the point of 
eating raw antelope and bunolo, they were de- 
lighted, and began to think it was time for him 
to take a squaw for a wife. All this time 3Ihx- 
well, while appeaiiijg to be attracted to his In- 
dian life, was seeking an opportunity to es- 
cape. Finally on the 10th of last month when 
out on a buffalo hunting party with the In- 
dians, he managed in the chase to separate 
himself from his Indian comrades, and after a 
fortnight's wandering reached a United States 
frontier fort. Here he was enabled to change 
his savage garb for some soldiers' clothing, 
and thence was forwarded to Chicago by U.

The gist of his ar- 
gument was that the Government bond-hold- 
ers had realized such eaormous profits upon 
the increase in value of the securities, that 
now they should be satisfied with greenbacks 
where gold was mteaded'.and that they should 
be taxed notwithstanding the agreement was 
to let them forever go free' on that score. 
That is acknowledged to be good Democratic 
philosophy, but it is not good law, nor com- 
mjjn sense. It is as if a man should purchase 


' a piece of real estate to be paid for in future, 


and because it quadrupled on his hands, he 
should be required to pay double; or as if a 
man having contracted to furnish Govern- 
ment certain sums in paper for certain con- 
siderations, and thereafter, his profits being 
discovered to be enormous, he should be re- 
quired to furnish gold. It is repudiation all 
the same whether you boldly say yoijl will not 
pay your debt at all, or sueakingly whine 
ihat'you will not pay the full value of the 
promise. And this argument of Voorhees is 
merely adding cowardice to the other crime; 
it is worse than bare repudiation, for it says, 
we will not repudiate because the world calls 
that robbery, but we will forcibly seize the 
extraordinary profit of the bond-holder be- 
cause he Is getting bloated with wealth. The 
Government, like the individual, must com- 
ply with its contracts in letter and spirit, and 
this new display of old political swindling 
stamps Democracy anew as really wedded to 
rf pudiation. 


It seems to us that when the National 


House of Kepresentatives-wanted to repeal 
the franking privilege they rather stretched a 
point by including in that bill tlie abolition of 
free postage for newspapers in! the counties 
where published. We are aware that certain 
Congressmen feel somewhat vexed that the 
newspapers of this country are sometimes too 
tree with personal criticism, and that they 
took no pains to conceal that vexation on this 
occasion. But this is certainly a novel form 
of retaliation. However'it might have been 
intended, it does not strike at the papers to 
which they take exception. It does not affect 
in the least the wealthy companies who pub- 
lish the opera bouffe press of New York; they 
can laugh at the new law—in fact, they will 
be glad of it. The abolition of free postage on 
newspapers in counties where published af- 
1'ects the poor people only by requiring them 
to. pay postage on their local weekly newspa- 
per, heretofore free. .And except upon the 
ground that it is an additional tax almost ex- 
clusively upfm the poor people of the country 
no newspaper can object to it. It is for Con 
gress to judge whether it will go back of 
that refornvwhich has established the benefi 
cence of this even partial free disseminatioi 
of general information to the people.

Its adoption would not affect 
the othfer provisions of the bill, but any capi- 
tal required under it by a State, would be en- 
tirely m excess of the share to which it 
would be entitled of the $15,000,000 or any 
other amount authorized by the bill. The 
effect would be to encourage capital to go 
into the South aud "West. 


Mr. Cole believed the amendment would 


operate exclusively to the benefit of any citi- 
zen who chose to remove into a State which 
had not heretofore received its proportion of 
the circulation. This v» ould be unfair to the 
people of the State which had not received 
liiuir proper share.

That after the expiration of six months 


after the passage of this section, any banking 
association located in any State having more

Eighty acres of laud were purchased and 
planted to beets and notwithstanding the 
unfavorable season, the peculiar fitness of the 
soil gave them a good crop of beets. More 
machinery was obtained, and the manufac 
ture is now being prosecuted most successful- 
ly, about 1000 Ibs of a good quality of coffee 
sugar beuig turned ont every twenty four 
hours, with improving results as the worn, 
progresses. The crop is sufficient to occupy 
the works for at least four and onelialf 
mdnths, which will give an aggregate of 125,- 
000 to 135,000 pounds pf sugar 


The method of manufectnre w not unlike
